In a recent case a mao in an 
obscure town in Grant county applies for 
bounties, which so far as footed up, amount 
to $800, and it is expected the sum wi I 
reach $1000, the bjuaty for each scalp 
being 
$3. 
The 
{secretary 
of 
State is authorized by law to audit these 
accounts, bat be bas no funds from which 
to pay a detective or any other expenses 
of ascertaining their correctness; yet he is 
I sr from satisfied that this claim is free 
from fraud, and he holds it uuder advise­ 
ment. The County Clerk of Uraot county, 
F. S. Kid, who certifies to the correctness 
ol 
the 
account, 
stands 
well; 
but by request of the claimant, checks for 
the amount of the bounty are to be mailed 
to him, (the clerk.) which is, to be sure, no 
cause for suspicion, as the hunter may be 
ignorant, and he must live at a distance 
from any 
postoffice in order to be 
able to securp so many 
wolf scalps, 
sad all his business for procuring both the 
county andtitste bounty is transacted with 
that officer. Tho total amount paid for 
wolf bounties last year was $7667, of which 
the largest amount to any individual wa* 
$343, 
to 
Lureio 
Dewey, 
rep­ 
resenting 
69 
wolves. 
The 
pres­ 
ent claim represents something like 200 
wolves. The wolf scalp bounty business 
will doubtless bt-ar investigation. It is not 
possible, is It, that enterprising paities are 
cultivating wolves In remote parts of the 
State tor the sake of the scalps. It evident­ 
ly pays better than sheep iu some in­ 
stances.

He felt that It was disgrace enough 
to be defeated by such a competitor. At 
this time some one, as a joke, Introduced 
Morrissey to General Garfield as one of the 
leaders of the Democratic party. As a 
mere matter of courtesy, General Garfield 
asked the Gambler if there was anything 
he could do for him. 
“Well,” said Morri-sey, “since you men­ 
tion it, I should like to get started right 
here. I'm not much usei to it. and I don’t 
want to make no mistake. If you will in­ 
troduce me you will do me a great favor, 
for I do’t want to be laughed at.’' 
The General says that he at first thought 
he would not introduce the ex-gambler, 
but finally, after thinking the matter over 
for a moment, he made up his mind that 
there could be no harm in it. Morrissey 
had been decided elected, and, saying noth­ 
ing in regard to his past life, he now cer­ 
tainly had the rights of a member ol the 
House, and so complied with the request. 
The General, lo referring to the subject 
afterwards, said that ho must confess that 
he felt somewhat ashamed to march down 
to the clerk’s desk in the gambler’s com­ 
pany, hut be did so without any apparent 
compunctions of conscience. 
After this, time passed od and nothing 
more was thought of the introduction of 
the new member, until one day when Mar-

Denver Tribuoe: As much interest as 
there may be attached to the war bet ween 
tne contending railroads in the GrauJ 
Canon of the Arkansas, d o occurrence has 
transpired in that locality which has at­ 
tracted so much attention and sympathy 
as au incident whiea happened to Mrs. 
£ J. Mallets of Canon City. Mrs. Mallet! 
is an excellent horsewoman, and having 
great confidence in her borsewomaosliip, 
started out last Sunday afternoon, with her 
husband and other friends on horseback to 
visit the scene of operations in the canon. 
Oi all the wonderful canons in Colorado, 
the Grand Canon of the Arkansas Is the 
most awe-iospirlng. The walls are 2,000 
feet high at places, aod almost perpendicu­ 
lar. before operations were begun within 
them by the railroad men, no ooe ever at­ 
tempted to pass through the gorge except 
during the winter, and then on ice. 
The 
laborers have, however, made paths In the 
very sides of the immense precipices, and 
it was along one of these that Mrs. Maliett 
and her friends were traveling. 
S h e rode 
a trusty horse, aud w&9 as composed as any 
of her party. 
They had proceeded to a 
point beyond the horse trail, and were de­ 
fending a steep hill. 
The path was a narrow one, the walls ef 
the canon shooting far up toward the blue, 
clear bky, aod down tor hundreds oi feet, 
until they dipped Into the disturbed waters 
of t he rapidly-rolling Arkansas. It was at 
this dangerous spot that Mrs. Mallvtt’s 
horse stumbled aod fell. 
There was no 
room tor the least falter. This was, there­ 
fore, a fatal step. Mrs. Maliett, with t i ­ 
lt.ost incredible 
presence 
oi 
mind, 
disentangled herself from her horse. 
Ik * 
low her ten lect was a shelving rock, 
about fifteen inches wide. Til ii she struck 
and caught with her bauds. With nerve 
that would have made the sterner sex 
proud of manhood, the lady held on to the 
tud ol the rock, dangling in the air, grip­ 
ping it with desperation. 
Had she let go 
her next lodgmg would have been on an­ 
other shelf nfty feet below. 
To hold on 
was therefore her only resort. 
With all 
the dispatch possible Mr. Mallet and oth­ 
ers came to her rescue, and succeeded in 
taking her from the more than perilous 
situation almost uninjured, but of course 
very much exhausted from fright. 
Mow comes the strangest part of the 
story. The horse fell also and lodged on 
the same shelf to which his unsure** was 
clinging. lo falling be had turned com­ 
pletely around, but there he stood on the 
narrow ledge of the stone, hugging the 
wall and evidently realizing his position, if 
horse ever realized anything, 
fie did not 
stir a muscle, hardly breathed for au hour 
or more, until ropes strong enough to take 
bin out were obtained al a camp a tube 
distsn’. By the time these arrived, fifty 
men or more who were engaged in the 
canon had gathered along tho trail and as 
many as could make themselves u-eful 
assisted in lilting the animal up. U 3 seemed 
to realize tully that steps were being taken 
for his rescue, and did not move to make 
any resistance until he was placed upon a 
sure footing in the path. 
The whole scene would have made one 
for an artist. The escape of Mrs. Maliett, 
under the circumstances, is very little less 
than miraculous, and that the horse should 
have been saved u almost incredible. The 
accident and rescue have proved themes of 
conversation in Canon, and the first report 
caused corresponding excitement. 
Mrs. 
Maliett is the wife of Prof. Maliett, who 
is the proprietor of the reduction works at 
Canon.
